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POISONOUS 
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The most frequent accusation leveled against Protes- 
tant leaders is that their conversations rarely rise above 
the intellectual level of medieval thinkers. Rehashing 
sixteenth century theological arguments, it is charged, 
our doctrinal dissertations perpetrate disgraceful splits 
in the Church of Christ and render us incapable of 
making any constructive contribution to the problems 
of modern society. 

Unfortunately, some are doing the major part of 
their thinking as though they were living 400 years ago, 
but it would be a grave mistake to suppose that one 
must forsake his theology in order to qualify as a re- 
sponsible critic of twentieth century man. What is per- 
haps a more justifiable criticism is that our theology 
has become a mere intellectual exercise, that it has lost 
its power to reach the conscience of man or open his 
eyes to the evil consequences of a God-less way of life. 
Nevertheless, it must be emphatically stated and con- 
stantly restated that the basic need of the hour is spiri- 
tual, that if we fail to fill the theological vacuum pro- 
duced by materialism, then we are “good for nothing 
but to be cast out and trodden under the feet of man.” 
A Protestantism that has lost or fallen away from the 
Gospel which “is the power of God unto salvation” is 
no better able to meet the fundamental needs of our 
generation than is Roman Catholic error. 

At the opposite extreme of this theological position 
are those whose thinking on Protestant-Catholic ques- 
tions is cast almost entirely on non-theological terms. 
These people are concerned primarily with clericalism, 
which, in its more sinister aspect is the attempt of cleri- 
cal organizations to gain special privileges for them- 
selves and the right to exercise exclusive power over 
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the people. To combat clericalism in its sinister form, 
some people rely almost exclusively upon political de- 
vices or legal procedures. They are champions of Cae- 
sar, and do their most effective work in Caesar’s courts. 
When they talk of the separation of Church and State 
it is the State that receives their greatest attention: the 
Church is examined not as a Church, but as a com- 
ponent of the State and, according to their way of think- 
ing, a serious threat to our Constitutional freedoms. 
These groups are not necessarily opposed to Roman 
Catholicism, but to the clericalism they detect in Roman 
Catholic ranks. It is not the theology of the Church but 
the political doctrine of the State as taught by the Ro- 
man Catholic Church with which they have to do. 

We do not imply any condemnation of these politi- 
cally oriented groups by saying they give more emphasis 
to political doctrines than to theological matters. For it 
is necessary to remember that the opposite of the separ- 
ation of Church and State would be a tyrannical union 
of the two, and this dare not happen. That is why we 
cannot escape involvement in the great debate on these 
matters. But between these two positions—the purely 
theological and the strictly political aspects of Protes- 
tant-Catholic relations—is a third viewpoint. Those 
holding this position are not outstanding for either their 
religious convictions or their loyalty to democratic 
forms. They are the secularists, those who would re- 
construct society on a non-theological, humanistic, and 
socialistic basis. It finds expression largely in Com- 
munism, but there is not a single government which 
has not been influenced by the secular spirit. That is 
what makes it so frightening; its widespread acceptance 
by statesmen and nominally religious men everywhere. 

The chief mark of secularism is religious indiffer- 
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entism—an attitude of mind which disregards the right 
of religion to speak to the nations. It views religion as 
having failed society miserably and begrudgingly grants 
it the opportunity to continue to speak to people still 
clinging to its old-fashioned concepts. Nor have church- 
es escaped this secular minded indifferentism. The aim 
of some men is so to word our creedal confessions that 
they are acceptable to as many as possible and avoid 
whatever might introduce controversial issues among 
the churches. This is reducing the faith to its lowest 
common denominator and eases the conscience of those 
who cringe under the full light of the whole counsel of 
God. No doctrine that disturbs the amity of the church- 
es must even be heard among the brethren, therefore, 
vital and crucial questions of theology become a matter 
of indifference; and churchmen, forgetting they are 
judged by the revealed doctrine of Christ, now presume 
to sit as judges upon His truth. 

Thus our present situation calls for an understanding 
of three movements: clericalism, secularism, and in- 
differentism. They are not three separate and distinct 
threats to modern society but a poisonous brew bearing 
near fatal results for the Christian faith itself. 


CLERICALISM 


The chief mark of clericalism is its institutional char- 
acter. Clericalism owes its origin and power to the high- 
ly efficient organization of its members into a unit of 
action able to function in every area of human affairs. 
It always has elaborate laws governing the minute re- 
ligious, civil, and moral conduct of all mankind, while 
jealously insisting that the authority to rule is divinely 
given to a select few for the salvation (or benefit) of 
all men. The organization, the laws, the priests (the 
select few)—these are the essential components of the 
machinery of clericalism. 

Pharisaism is the New Testament example of cleri- 
calism. You will recall that when Christ foretold the 
destruction of the temple in Jerusalem, the Pharisees 
sought to crucify Him. The Holy City and more speci- 
fically the Holy Temple were symbols of their divine 
authority; to speak of destroying that symbol was to 
talk of rebellion against the institution. In the same 
manner, they were the divinely authorized teachers of 
the Law, and, therefore, all unauthorized teachers were 
automatically subject to excommunication. Heresy was 
more than error; it was a crime punishable by death, 
and, incidentally, the Pharisees did not hesitate to use 
the arm of the civil power to execute the unauthorized 
teacher of heresy. 

Now I point this out to you in order to indicate that 
in our controversy with Roman Catholicism we are 
not dealing with a Reformation hangover. Clericalism 
is an age old problem, much older than Protestantism 
or Catholicism. And never forget, clericalism led holy 
men to crucify their Lord! Those who allow themselves 
to be ensnared by clericalism may discover they are 
fighting against the very God Whom they profess to be 
serving. I take this to be what Christ meant when He 
said, “The time will come when those who kill you 
will think they do God a service.” 
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THE POLITICAL ASPECTS 
OF CLERICALISM 


The Reformation was followed by the Thirty Years 
War which left all Europe in ruins. It was ended with 
the signing of the Peace of Westphalia which declared: 
“The religion of the prince shall be the religion of the 
people.” In other words, the institution of the Church 
and the institution of the State agreed to a concord of 
mutual preservation, a concord, notice, that bound the 
people to both institutions by law. 

Now here we have a new design introduced into the 
fabric of clericalism—the drafting of a legal concordat 
between Church and State. In Europe Protestant and 
Catholic churches alike are governed by these concor- 
dats which declare the religion of the prince shall be the 
religion of the people. We still have the established 
Church in England and several Scandinavian countries. 
Our forefathers determined they wanted not the union 
of Church and State, but separation, so that only in 
America do you have the separation of these two in- 
stitutions by law. This does not mean we have solved all 
the problems of Church and State by this legal arrange- 
ment; it does mean our Constitution insists they should 
be separate under the terms of the law. 


SOCIAL ASPECTS OF CLERICALISM 


Another facet of clericalism is its implications for the 
social order. This is of vital importance for us today. 
Communism, for example, began as a revolt against 
corrupt clericalism in Russia. Marx’s dictum, “Religion 
is the opiate of the people,” is a violent attack upon 
organized religion, yet, he was not the first to speak 
out against such clerical corruption. Prime Minister 
Nehru declared recently, “The spectacle of what is 
called religion, or at any rate organized religion, in 
India and elsewhere, has filled me with horror, and I 
have frequently condemned it and wished to make a 
clean sweep of it . . . religion as soon as it becomes an 
institution is dogmatic, authoritarian, inflexible, and fre- 
quently selfishly ruthless . . .” And in our own brief 
history, we should recognize that our founding fathers, 
through the influence of the clergy, were guilty of pro- 
moting a tyrannical form of clericalism by excommuni- 
cating the Baptist, Roger Williams. 

Clericalism, then, is not restricted to Christianity, nor 
is it the exclusive sin of the Roman Catholic hierarchy. 
It may crop out anywhere at any time. To be anti- 
clerical one must not destroy all clerics! One must fight 
the sins of organized clerical bodies whenever they seek 
special privileges or powers for themselves over and 
above those granted others. 


SECULARISM 


The second characteristic of the situation we face is 
the secularism of this age. Secularism is the attempt to 
order all life without any reference to anyone or any- 
thing supernatural. It would have morals, but without 
religion. It would have a religion, but without a Divine 
Being. It is life dominated by scientific theory and gov- 
erned by psychological mechanisims. President Eisen- 
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hower warned of this when he spoke of a Military and 
Industrial power elite who would unduly control the 
affairs of our government. The Secularist makes a god 
out of materialism and reduces religion to the worship 
of his own works. There is no heaven and there is no 
hell. Consequently, all sin is relative and holiness a 
dream. The morality of secularism is the human judg- 
ment of society upon the acts of its individual members 
—whether or not those acts improved the general 
welfare. There is no Bible, no special Revelation by 
which man is instructed or judged. Nor is there any 
Cross or Crown, unless the reward of serving your 
fellow man is that crown. 


Secularism tolerates religions, but it will not stand 
for religious authoritarianism. It would far rather create 
a brand new religion by syncretism—that is, by taking 
the best out of each world religion and thus create a 
truly universal religion. Yet here again, religion would 
have to remain entirely humanistic, without any super- 
natural content. Any religion that claims it is unique, 
or any Savior who declares “no man cometh unto the 
Father but by Me,” must be sacrificed, outlawed. For 
this very reason it opposes all forms of clericalism, ar- 
gues for the complete separation of Church and State, 
and views religion as a psychological phenomenon sub- 
ject to scientific analysis and explanation. For these 
same reasons it believes religious organizations have 
lost their legal right to talk to the political rulers of our 
day. I suppose it would be correct to say that having 
stripped the king of his divine rights in the seventeenth 
century, the secularist would now deny the Church its 


divine right to speak prophetically to this twentieth 
century. 


Here again, it should be noted, this is not something 
peculiar to Christian countries. China, for example, has 
had its religious tradition utterly destroyed by the rise 
of Communism. The cult of ancestral worship gave way 
to a communal type of life that has broken the strong 
family ties that lay at the heart of China’s religious life. 
In fact, it may surprise you to hear what Madam Kai- 
shek proposed for the spiritual rejuvenation of her peo- 
ple. On March 11, 1939, she helped launch a National 
Spiritual Mobilization program whose purpose was de- 
fined as follows: “To concentrate the spirit of the entire 
people under one simple and common aim so that the 
citizens may each adhere to the ethics of national sal- 
vation and possess a common belief in national recon- 
struction with the object that each citizen may struggle 
and sacrifice for the very ethics and beliefs he upholds.” 

Now there you have a clear statement of secularism’s 
unequivocal demand upon religion: create a patriotic 
loyalty for the salvation and success of the state or be 
stripped of your legal right to function in society. In 
like manner Hitler demanded that the German church- 
es accept, approve, and promote Nazism or be de- 
stroyed. Some would dare to talk of “the American 
Way of Life,” so that patriotism to country becomes an 
absolute, a worshipful end in itself. Under such circum- 
stances he who dares criticize the State or the statesman 
is a menace to the government—a bigot, if you please. 
Thus, today we must fight for our freedoms while earn- 
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estly contending for the Faith against a most formidable 
foe—secularism. Our forefathers rejected the social 
gospel; we must today project the Gospel into the social 
order or be shorn of our right to speak to our fellow- 
men altogether. 


INDIFFERENTISM 

This leads me to say a few words about the third 
characteristic of the situation confronting us—indiffer- 
entism. And we use the word in its two-fold sense: 
(1) indifferentism as a careless regard for the claims of 
God upon a man’s life; (2) as the attitude that all re- 
ligions are equally good (or bad) and none is the one 
true religion. Indifferentism relegates religion to the 
very fringe of man’s mind. Religion is sort of a vestigial 
figment of his childhood and completely unrelated to 
his adult way of life. Furthermore, he refuses to be- 
lieve any religion speaks for God exclusively, nor can 
he become a true disciple of any particular faith. Lack- 
ing any honest convictions about God he experiences 
no compulsion to live a dedicated life. He indeed is 
something less than a man, a wandering star in the 
world’s blackest night. Thus uncommitted he becomes 
the victim of everything. For example, we hear a great 
deal about the uncommitted countries of the world and 
see a great deal more of all that the great powers do in 
order to win these uncommitted people as allies. Hence, 
man uncommitted to God is confronted with a thou- 
sand voices—all speaking with the inflections of a Div- 
ine Savior. 

What, then, are we to do about this indifference, and 
how are we to approach the uncommitted man? For I 
remind you that if the Christian Church does not win 
this indifferent man, then he will be won by a more 
zealous apostle of some godless political or social party. 
Elijah may have stood alone among all the prophets of 
Baal, but he at least knew why he stood there: he chal- 
lenged an uncommitted people, shouting, “Choose ye 
this day whom ye shall serve!” And the man who talks 
like that—a lone wolf on the mountain top, if you 
please—knows what he believes, yes, knows, too, Whom 
he believes, and believes, not with any reckless indif- 
ference, but with the unutterable persuasion of a man 
who has seen God face to face! He is not there to win 
a theological debate with the priests of Baal; he is there 
to secure the committal of men to his God! So we, too, 
are not out to win an argument with Romanism, but 
to secure the dedication of souls to Christ. 

But having said that, let me quickly add, one cannot 
win indifferent men unless he is fully convinced of the 
truth he preaches. We must have no doubts about the 
infallible Word by which the Gospel is preached. Our 
preaching must be fundamental, that is, in strict accord 
with the Word of God. We dare not call Him Lord and 
Savior and mean anything less than what the Scriptures 
mean by those terms. We dare not talk of His perfect 
atonement and give to those words any meaning less 
than the full and free forgiveness of all our sins. In 
short, we dare not interpret the Scriptures to mean any- 
thing other than what they actually say. There is no 
sense making Scripture palatable to an age which has 
lost its taste for truth. 
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Most citizens of the United States 
have accepted the principle of separa- 
tion of Church and State. This prin- 
ciple is applied in many areas. Per- 
haps it has been applied most notably 
in recent years in the area of educa- 
tion. The result has been a prolifer- 
ation of cases in the courts dealing 
with a wide range of problems. Ap- 
parently the “wall of separation” is 
in need of continued reinforcement. 
Among the problems dealt with have 
been released-time religious educa- 
tion, bus transportation and free text- 
books for parochial school pupils, 
reading of the Bible and prayer in 
the public schools. And in the past 
few years Christmas and Easter ob- 
servances have come under scrutiny. 


The whole question of separation 
of Church and State in relation to 
Christian day schools is deserving of 
continued appraisal and analysis. It 
seems to me that there has been some 
over-simplification in most considera- 
tions of the relationship between 
Christian day schools and the govern- 
ment. 

In one sense there is separation. 
But in another sense there is little 
separation at all. If we view separa- 
tion in terms of governmental struc- 
ture and organization, and a strict in- 
terpretation of the First Amend- 
ment—that is, whether or not any 
governmental activity resulting from 
a law passed by Congress tends to 
establish religion or to prohibit its 
free exercise—then we must conclude 
that there is, despite continued prob- 
lems, a rather clean-cut separation of 
Church and State. 
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If, however, we view separation in 
more organismic terms, if American 
society is seen as a vital organism 
with all of its activities (government, 
education, etc.) interrelated as the 
parts of a body, then the question of 
separation of Church and State with 
respect to education becomes a more 
complex problem. My principal con- 
cern in this writing is to look at the 
relation of the Christian day school 
to government in this way. 

First of all it is necessary to under- 
stand the relationship of all Ameri- 
can formal education to government. 
The most incisive and immediately 
relevant way to do this is by exam- 
ining that relationship as it is defined 
in the law of the land. 

It is well known that the Federal 
Constitution is silent on the subject 
of education. The reserve clause of 
that constitution places in the hands 
of the several states those powers not 
expressly granted to the Federal gov- 
ernment. In all states the legislatures 
are recognized to have plenary pow- 
er to deal with educational matters. 
This means that every state legisla- 
ture has power to do as it pleases, 
limited only by constitutional (state 
and Federal) provisions and the pow- 
er of the electorate over that legisla- 
ture (election, recall, initiative, refer- 
endum). Court decisions have con- 
sistently supported this power. 

The courts have also protected the 
rights of parents or churches to es- 
tablish separate schools.' This right, 
however, does not detract from the 
plenary power of the state legislature 
to control every institution and every 
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individual parent in their programs to 
provide formal educaiion for children. 
It should not be concluded that be- 
cause legislatures generally have been 
reluctant to exercise rigid control, 
that they have exhausted their plen- 
ary power to do so. 

In brief, it is somewhat illusory to 
conceive of Christian day schools as 
being autonomous institutions.? This 
pleasant illusion may be expected to 
last until a Christian day school fails 
to measure up voluntarily to the 
standards which are established by the 
state and local agencies.* 

Thus, in reality, the state does con- 
trol all educational institutions which 
formally educate children. With re- 
spect to control, there is really little 
to distinguish public from Christian 
day schools except that in the latter 
(a) acceptance of state standards is 
more voluntary, and (b) the teaching 
and exercise of religion is not pro- 
hibited. 

There is, therefore, no absolute 
separation of Church and State with 
respect to control of education. And

this is so because such control rests 
upon the recognition that all educa- 
tional activities are vitally related to 
the body politic, to the general wel- 
fare of the state. Which leads to the 
next point. 

The Christian day school is itself 
engaged in governmental activity. Po- 
litical theorists since Plato have rec- 
ognized that the single most critical 
activity of government is education— 
the kind of education provided for its 
citizens being recognized as the prime 
internal determinant of the future of 
any government. This is especially 
obvious in totalitarian states. 

It may be said that all education— 
including Christian day schools—is 
not merely an activity of government; 
it is the essence of government. 

Public education is not merely 
a function of government; it is 
of government. Power to main- 
tain a system of public schools 
is an attribute of government 
in much the same sense as is 
the police power or the power 
to administer justice or to main- 
tain military force or to tax.‘ 
This generalization grows out of a 
large number of legal decisions. 

Education is a positive exercise of 

the police power of the state: 
The prevention of crime and 
preservation of good order and 
peace, is the highest exercise 
of the police power of the state, 
whether done by punishing of- 
fenders or educating children.® 

In legal theory education is not 
first of all a privilege; it is first of all 
a duty to the state: 


While most people regard the 
public schools as the means of 
great personal advantage to the 
pupils, the fact is too often 
overlooked that they are gov- 
ernmental means of protecting 
the state from the consequences 
of an ignorant and incompetent 
citizenship.° 
Whether or not the structural ties 
between the school and the state are 
clearly evident, education remains the 
exercise of a governmental function:

The conduct and maintenance 
of school directors, school trus- 
tees and boards of education is 
no less an "Exercise of the func- 
tions vested in those charged 
with the conduct of govern- 
ment," is no less a part of the 
"science and art of govern- 
ment,’ and deals no less with 
the “organization, regulation, 
and administration of a State" 
in its internal affairs, than... 
the performance of many other 
duties by public officials which, 
however beneficial to individu- 
als, are not undertaken from 
philanthropic or charitable mo- 
tives, but for the protection, 
safety, and welfare of the citi- 
zens of the State in the interest 
of good government.’ 

It may be thought that the above 
references deal with public education. 
Whether or not they do is quite in- 
cidental to the underlying principle 
expressed in them. This can be clari- 
fied by supposing that the parochial 
school system of the Roman Catholic 
Church were to continue its notable 
growth of past years, and that a day 
were to come when 60 per cent of 
the children in the United States were 
educated under Roman Catholic aus- 
pices; it might further be supposed 
that then 60 per cent of all lawyers, 
teachers, political scientists, econo- 
mists, voters and taxpayers would 
likely be products of a Roman Catho- 
lic education from kindergarten 
through college. At this point one can 
only speculate concerning all of the 
consequences such a situation would 
have for our government. 

Although approximately 85 per 
cent® of elementary and secondary 
school pupils in the United States are 
in public schools established for the 
good of the state, it does not follow 
that the education of the 15 per cent 
is not just as significantly (in numeri- 
cal proportion perhaps) an activity 
of government—even though it is 
carried on by indirection of the state. 
The courts have consistently halted 
educational activities which appear in 
any way inimical to the welfare of 
the state.® 

It may be contended at this point 
that there are spheres of sovereignty 
which operate in American govern- 
ment and society. But the logic of the 
courts fails to define any clear-cut 


spheres of sovereignty. 
. . « The legal control of the 
education function resides in 
the state. . . . The assumption 
of control over the education 
function by the state is a spe- 
cific delegation of power by a 
public act of the citizens to the 
individual state and even on a 
state level represents in a large 
sense a partnership between the 
parents and the state.’° 
In legal decisions involving parents’ 
and children’s rights in educational 
matters the language is that of a jur- 
ist walking the razor edge between 
the rights of the state and the rights 
of the parent. A logical analysis of an 
organismic relationship is difficult. 
But some principle must have prior- 
ity. Jurisprudence usually follows this 
order: (1) The welfare of the child; 
(2) the welfare of the state; (3) the 
rights of parents. This is evident in 
the words of Judge Siegler: 
Manifestly, the touchstone of 
our jurisprudence in matters 
dealing with the custody and 
control of infants is the welfare 
and happiness of the infants. 
. . . Thus it has been quite 
generally held that even the 
natural right of the father to 
the custody of his child cannot 
be treated as an absolute prop- 
erty right, but rather as a trust 
reposed in the father by the 
state, as ‘‘parens patriae’’ for 
the welfare of the infant...” 
The judge went on to deny to par- 
ents the right to educate their chil- 
dren at home because such an educa- 
tion would not be adequate prepara- 
tion for good citizenship. Quite ob- 
viously sphere sovereignty is not the 
touchstone of jurisprudence in educa-

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tional matters. We may disagree, but 
that does not alter the legal frame- 
work within which all education is 
carried on in the United States. 


If Christian day school education 
is governmental activity, and if such 
education is controlled by the state, 
either by direction or indirectly, be- 
cause it is governmental activity, then 
it would appear that it ought to have 
financial support from the state. 

It may then be hypothesized that 
state control is more closely related 
to assuring state welfare than to state 
financial support. And if this be true, 
then it is somewhat of a moot point 
as to whether control follows support. 
For the present situation is this: 
Christian day schools, under direct 
or indirect state control, are carrying 
on governmental activity—gratis. 

It is safe to predict that efforts in 
the United States functionally to sep- 
arate Church, State, and education 
will never succeed in resolving the 
problem. The organismic relationship 
has always been there; St. Augustine, 
the Roman Catholic Church, and 
Calvin in Geneva recognized this to 
varying degrees and sought to im- 
plement this natural relationship. 

Paradoxically the Calvinistic effort 
in Geneva failed, at least in part, be- 
cause it assumed a Christian society 
rather than a heterogeneous and de- 
praved society; and the effort at sep- 
aration in the United States will not 
succeed because it assumes that all 
Christians will be willing to accept a 
bifurcation of reality in the education 
of their children. 

History may well record that sep- 
arate Christian schools exerted a most 
critical leavening influence on Amer- 
ican society. It may be demonstrated 
that such separatist programs did not 
represent an abdication of respon- 
sibility to society; rather, they kept 
alive in the organism the belief that 
God’s claims are universal; the or- 
ganism never completely acceding to 
the predominant movement to make 
of “Democracy” the new religion of 
the state’*—the ultimate criterion of 
right and wrong, of good and evil. 

As this is being written, the ques- 
tion of Federal support of education 
is once again a lively issue. Most poli- 
tical analysts consider it only a matter

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of time before some broad program 
of Federal support is instituted, but 
there is little agreement among those 
analysts as to whether such support 
will be extended to private and paro- 
chial elementary and _ secondary 
schools. 

There is rapidly growing evidence 
to indicate that the latter question 
will not be answered on the basis of 
the superficially neat logic of “separa- 
tion of Church and State”; or “Edu- 
cation is the responsibility of the par- 
ent rather than of the state”; or “This 
is good for Roman Catholicism and 
therefore bad for us”; or “Federal 
support means Federal control.” 

These neat logical distinctions are 
crumbling under the pressure of na- 
tional and world events and under the 
growing realization that private and 
parochial education is an integral, 
vital activity of the body politic—the 
thesis of the first part of this article. 

The most rapid crumbling of the 
old categories is taking place in re- 
lation to education at the college level. 
The theme of the 1961 convention of 
the American Association of Colleges 
for Teacher Education was “Unity in 
Diversity.”'* Following are three quo- 
tations from successive major ad- 
dresses given at that convention. 


Rev. Theodore M. Hesburgh, 
President of the University of 
Notre Dame: 

Private schools now enroll only 
40 per cent of all college en- 
rollees and may handle only 20 
per cent by 1971... . Public 
institutions must assume one of 
two basic attitudes. They may 
stand by, fattened by increas- 
ing tax subsidies, and allow the 
private schools to wither and 
die from practically unbeatable 
competition. Or they may de- 
clare that private schools have 
been a healthy influence and 
not stand in the way of tax, 
scholarship and loan opportuni- 
ties proposed for private insti- 
tutions. 

Henry F. Hill, President of George 
Peabody College and President of the 
American Association of Colleges for 
Teacher Education: 

We need to rearrange our preju- 
dices and be willing to consider

the question of state or federal 
support of students in private 
college. Unless we do reconsider 
our position, it is going to be 
difficult for the independent 
college to continue on terms 
satisfactory to them and to us. 
Henry T. Heald, President of the 
Ford Foundation: 
The changes in the structure of 
higher education must be 
toward the strengthening of the 
structure as a whole, and not 
simply for rearranging existing 
strength by favoring one part 
at the expense of another. ... 
The needs for well educated... 
manpower are so great that all 
sectors of our diversified system 
of higher education need expan- 
sion and increased support. 

Dr. Heald went on to say that he 
expected to see the distinctions be- 
tween publicly controlled and private- 
ly controlled institutions continue to 
fade as a basis for receiving state aid. 
The advisory committee to the legis- 
lature of the state of New York of 
which he is a member, recommended 
this year that the state help pay tui- 
tion for students attending high-cost 
private colleges. 

There was a widely shared sense 
of urgency among these diverse 
speakers and among one thousand 
delegates. The urgency was this; Al- 
most suddenly affluent American so- 
ciety is faced with a frightening short- 
age of the most important resource 
any nation possesses—people. In the 
face of the mounting tide from the 
Asian land mass every human talent 
must be developed. The old labels 
(e.g., religious, public, private) don’t 
mean much. 

Suddenly the “either-or” becomes 
this; either we value diversity in 
American education and subsidize it, 
or we choke it out by further widen- 
ing the gap, decimating private edu- 
cation until it ceases to exert its tradi- 
tional challenging influence and be- 
comes a vestigial organ in the body 
politic. 

In my opinion it is only a matter 
of time until the logic of human and 
world affairs forces the same ap- 
proach to secondary and elementary 
private and parochial education. The 
present distinction between the vari- 
ous levels of education is an adminis- 
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trative one. Increasingly it is being 
understood that the kind of education 
received in the elementary school is 
just as critical as the kind of educa- 
tion received at any other level. One 
or two more hitches in the American 
belt and the 15 per cent of Ameri- 
ca’s children being educated in private 
and parochial schools will be as criti- 
cal to the national welfare as the 40 
per cent being educated in non-public 
colleges is today. 

This argument rests on an assump- 
tion that in the years ahead elemen- 
tary and secondary non-public schools 
will not be able to continue to pro- 
vide a comparatively high-quality 
education without being subsidized in 
some form or other by the state. It is 
not difficult to defend that assump- 
tion but the task falls beyond the 
scope of this article. 

What should our Christian elemen- 
tary and secondary schools be doing 
in relation to this whole problem? 
Some proposals seem to stand out. 


(1) Our Christian schools must 
not assume some sort of self-perpetu- 
ating, automatic superiority in all 
areas of education by virtue of the 
fact that they are Christian schools. 
A few questions will illustrate what 
is-‘meant. Are qualified people teach- 
ing chemistry, English, physics, Latin, 
etc., in our high schools? Are out- 
standing scholars in the various dis- 
ciplines going into secondary and 
elementary teaching? Our Christian 
schools must hold a reputation for 
being leaders in the quest for excel- 
lence. The person who thinks that 
American public education is still 
wallowing in the ease era is mistaken. 
The Christian schools must establish 
such a reputation that in the future 
they will be counted as being worthy 
of perpetuation—as the Christian col- 
leges are doing today. 


(2) Our secondary educational 
leaders should participate actively at 
the policy-making levels of American 
education as the leaders of private 
colleges are doing. Those who have 
attended conventions of various edu- 
cation associations may think that it 
is virtually impossible to break into 
the power structure. But that is no 
excuse for not being in attendance 
and doing all possible both to learn 
and to be heard. School boards 
should make it possible for adminis- 
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trators and teachers to attend public 
as well as Christian school conven- 
tions. Many of them do. 

(3) We should not believe that the 
greatest danger to Protestant Chris- 
tian education is Roman Catholicism. 
We should recognize that the greater 
danger is from pressures to homog- 
enize all education below the college 
level and to make of our schools a 
great universal temple of the Cult of 
Democracy. 

(4) The cause of Christian educa- 
tion must learn how to preserve its 
uniqueness while accepting the state 
subsidy necessary to its continuance. 
It must learn now already how to 
accept National Defense Education 
(disconcerting adjectives) money in 
support of Christian liberal arts edu- 
cation. We hold to the principle that 
education is the responsibility of par- 
ents. But we must learn to understand 


that this principle does not proscribe 
support from sources other than par- 
ents’ pocketbooks. Rather than toss- 
ing around the generalization, “Con- 
trol follows support,” we must note 
that in American history Federal sup- 
port of education (and there are over 
three billion Federal dollars spent an- 
nually already)’* has not been fol- 
lowed by harmful control, nor has it 
had any clearly detrimental effects. 
And if we are resorting to the argu- 
ment that state support will lessen 
zeal and commitment to the cause of 
Christian education, then it is high 
time that we examine the nature of 
our present commitment.

In those words did rugged Sandy 
Peden tell Isabel Weir that in marry- 
ing John Brown she had wed herself 
to the Covenanting cause. Theirs was 
a typical Covenanters wedding— 
secret, without fuss—a marriage like- 
ly to end swiftly with shed blood. The 
year was 1682—the place, Scotland. 

Many years earlier the Reforma- 
tion movement (the 400th Anniver- 
sary of the Reformation in Scotland 
was celebrated last year) had been 
born in Luther and others. Their 
reform of Christian principles and 
practice and their complete break 
from the corrupt church of Rome 
had quickly spread abroad. 

Reform was slow to reach Scot- 
land. In July 1525 Parliament had 
forbidden sale of Lutheran literature 
in Scotland. Merchant shippers 
smuggled it in, however, with copies 
of Tyndale’s English Testament from 
Holland, Belgium, and Germany. 

Patrick Hamilton led the first Scot- 
tish break from Roman Catholicism. 
Though he became a Catholic priest 
in 1526 he eventually saw its evils 
and he became so changed that his 
bishop sought to deal with him. 
Hamilton fled to Germany, was in- 
spired and instructed by Luther, and 
fearlessly returned to Scotland. He 
won over his brother and sister and 
before he died he had gathered many 
to the cause. His enemies burned 
him slowly and terribly at the stake, 
death taking six hours to come; a 
warning of what was to follow. 

His followers became persecuted 
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by the bishops and began to preach 
the reformed Christianity in isolated 
open places, their pulpit a stone or 
hillock in the wildest parts of a wild 
country. 


‘And no more 

The assembled people dared in 
full of day, 

To worship God, or even at the 
dead 

Of night, save when the wintry 
storms raged fierce, 

And thunderpeals compelled the 
men of blood 

To couch within their dens; then, 
dauntlessly, 

The scattered few would meet 
in some deep dell 

By rock o'er canopied, to hear 
the voice, 

Their faithful pastor's voice; 
he by the gleam 

Of sheeted lightning, oped the 
sacred Book, 

And words of comfort spake." 


One such preacher was Sandy 
Peden—known, in fact, as the Proph- 
et of the Covenant. 

John Brown, whom Peden married 
to Isabel Weir, was a poor farmer, 
owning about twenty sheep and a 
cow. But he was a great Bible teacher 
in a day when learning was confined 
to the very few; and he was a great 
Covenanter. He taught classes in his 
sheepfold, and in winter in the 
kitchen. 

Hunted often by soldiers of a 
Pope-fearing King he was eventually 
killed and buried in the heather 
around his humble home. 

When they trapped him John 
Brown was given leave to pray. He 
prayed at length. Three times they 
interrupted him. Three times he 
calmly answered and returned to his 
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An old Covenanter 
cottage in Scotland 


prayers. Then rising to meet his wife 
who stood beside him with their child 
he said: “Now Isabel, the day is 
come that I told you would come 
when I spoke to you first about 
marrying me.” 

“Indeed John” she answered, “I 
can willingly part with you.” Thus 
reassured he faced the guns of six 
troopers, but so brave was he that 
they could not fire. Their brute leader 
Claverhouse then walked up to 
Brown and with a pistol blew out 
his brains. 

Turning to Isabel Brown, Claver- 
house sneered: “What do you think 
of your fine husband now?” Through 
tears she replied: “I ever thought 
much good of him, and more than 
ever now.” 








At this time Peden, for whom the 
soldiers had been searching, had es- 
caped and was hiding ten miles away 
in the fields.

The Covenant, from which these 
heroic Christians received _ their 
name, was a document embodying 
the new faith. To live up to it de- 
manded extreme suffering and some 
failed. Yet hundreds of others, living 
continually in the hills and hunted 
like animals kept the flame of the 
reformed faith ablaze. Down the long 
years as death by various terrible 
means took its heavy toll others took 
their places. 

Their faith was simple, their cour- 
age and determination unbounded. 
Few lived to the age of thirty. It 
was a young person’s cause. 

One of the Covenant’s greatest 
Saints was Wishart. Living as they 
did in such conditions; sleeping under 
the stars in winter storms and under- 
nourished, fevers and diseases were 
rampant. Without thought of self 
Wishart trudged around, ministering 
to the sick and still finding time to 
preach the Gospel. 

At the end of one service a priest 
who had got into the crowd was 
about to stab Wishart, but he caught 
the knife. “Friend, what would you 
do?” asked Wishart while those 
around howled for the life of the 
priest. Wishart took the priest in his 
arms, saying “Whosoever troubles 
him troubles me.” 

Wishart’s devoted follower and 
sword-bearer was the young John 
Knox. In later years Knox became 
the stern leader of the victorious re- 
form cause, and today his memory 
is revered far beyond the boundaries 
of Scotland. 

Wishart was captured and before 
his execution asked for Communion, 
after the manner of Christ. The 
bishops refused him this. He was 
then invited to dine with the guards, 
which he did, first preaching to them 
for half an hour. One of his execu- 
tioners prayed forgiveness, saying he 
was not to blame. Wishart kissed him 
on the cheek and freely pardoned 
him. 

The scaffold, on which countless 
numbers of Covenanters died, was 
their favorite witness box. Scarcely 
one permitted himself to die without 
witnessing for Christ to the massed 
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MORE PERSECUTION IN COLOMBIA 


Protestants meeting in Repelon, Colombia for a religious service 
in a private home on Wednesday, May 17, 1961 were attacked by 
a mob of school children and adults in the company of Father 
Jeremias Contreras, the parish priest. They were insulted and stoned 
until rescued by the Mayor. 

Shortly after 2:00 P. M., Father Contreras arrived with a crowd 
of school children and adults estimated at over 300 persons. Father 
Contreras spoke to them about the danger of Protestantism in 
Repelon, saying Protestants were not wanted there and referred to 
Protestant pastors as “damned dogs” (perros malditos). He then 
led the children in the singing of “Ave Maria” and the hate song, 
“We Don’t Want Protestants!” (“No Queremos Protestantes”). Stu- 
dents from the Repelon School for Girls said that Protestant pastors 
go to bed with women members of their congregations. They shouted 
“daughters of whores!” at the women in the house and made obscene 
gestures with their hands. Others joined the crowd carrying a picture 
of the Virgin of Socorro. 

When questioned about the attack, Father Contreras said that 
he would prevent the spread of Protestantism by any means neces- 
sary, even “by blood and fire.” He said that Protestants may make 
no public manifestation of their religious faith and must meet behind 
closed doors, “because the Roman Catholic religion is the religion 


of the State.”

crowds of onlookers. Such was their 
power that no one could stop them. 
James Guthrie preached for an hour 
on the scaffold! On the morning of 
death, he was asked how he felt. 
Guthrie replied, ““Very well! This is 
the day that the Lord hath made; 
let us rejoice and be glad of it.” 
Earlier in his life he had refused a 
bishopric in the Church that was to 
kill him. Someone once said of Guth- 
rie, “He’ll yet die honourably with a 
rope round his neck before many 
witnesses, while I die picking up a 
little straw.” 

They escaped often by the Grace 
of God. Once when surrounded in 
the hills Peden sank to the peaty 
ground and raising his hoary head 
to heaven prayed, “Lord, wrap your 
plaid (Highlander’s cloak) round 
poor old Sandy.” A thick mist at 
once descended enabling him to es- 
cape through the closing ring of 
soldiers. God was ever with His 
martyrs. 

Often they marched over the hills 
on fierce winters nights, tied hand to 
hand so that the stronger might sup- 
port the weaker. On one occasion at 
Rullion Green, 8,000 fit, well-fed 
troops faced 900 Covenanters, under- 


fed and weather-beaten. The Coven- 
anters prepared for battle by prayer 
and singing of Psalms. When battle 
commenced they repelled several 
attacks, unarmed, but soon almost 
all had fallen to the sword or were 
captured and slowly tortured to 
death. A few escaped to be merci- 
lessly hunted. No one lost faith in 
Christ. 

Hugh McKail, a sick young Minis- 
ter was absent from that terrible 
battle, but was later arrested and ac- 
cused of being there. His leg was 
pulped in the notorious ‘boot’ but 
he refused to betray any others of 
the Covenant. In prison he was asked 
about his crushed leg and smilingly 
joked that the fear of losing his head 
made him forget about the leg. He, 
too, was scheduled for execution. Go- 
ing down the streets of Edinburgh 
past weeping onlookers he shouted, 
“Trust in God!” On each step up the 
gallows’ ladder he stopped to address 
the crowd. Then seating himself 
astride the gallows’ platform he 
pulled out his Bible, read from it, 
and gave an address. 

They buried McKail in the Crimi- 
nals Corner of Greyfriars Church- 
yard, far below the towering rear 
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wall of Edinburgh Castle, favorite 
haunt of visiting Americans and 
tourists from all over the world. 
Urged on by the corrupt bishops 
the troops terrified the countryside 
and only those brave enough and 
strong enough to take to the hills 
could openly defy them. Agnes and 
Tom Wilson, aged eighteen and six- 
teen, refused to conform to the evil 
religion. Driven from home by fear 
of capture, they were hounded 
through the hills. Their rich farmer 
parents were under pain of death if 
they fed or sheltered them. After a 
long struggle, costing him his entire 
wealth, their father obtained the 
freedom of the younger child. 
Seventy-year-old Margaret Mc- 
Lachlan was arrested and with a 
young woman Covenanter was led 
into the waters of the Solway Firth. 
Both were staked into the mud at low 
tide and the soldiers waited for the 
tide to rise, seeking all the time to 
get the young Margaret to renounce 
her faith. The waters reached the 
older woman first, and as they were 
choking her life the young Margaret 
was asked, “What do you think of 
her now?” “Think?” she said. “I see 
Christ wrestling there. Think ye that 
we are sufferers? No, it is Christ in 
us.” As the waters closed slowly, 
agonizingly over young Margaret, she 
sang from Psalm 25 and quoted 
aloud from Romans chapter 8. But 
just before death would have claimed 
her the soldiers dragged her off the 
stake and promised her freedom if 
she prayed for the King in a certain 
manner. This she would not do for 
it was held that the King was su- 
preme over all in matters of religion, 
thus taking away Christ’s rightful 
position. “Pray for the King!” they 
cried. She refused. They tied her 
again to the stake and once more 
they released her in order to tempt 
her. Each time she refused to meet 
their demands, saying that she, nev- 
ertheless, wished the King’s salvation 
along with others. They flung her 
back yet again to the waters, and as 
she shouted, “I am one of Christ’s 
children—let me go! she died. 


John Nisbet had to flee, leaving 
his wife and children who were then 
turned out of their home by the 
soldiers and made to live in caves in 
the mountains. For four years they 
wandered the high lands till one 
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fierce December day the mother col- 
lapsed on the straw of a sheepfold. 
People risked their lives to help. 
They furtively tended her and the 
children by night for over a week 
and sent for her husband. He arrived 
in time to see her buried. Soon after 
he saw his girl die and buried her 
in the heather beside her mother but 
had to flee as troops arrived. Leaving 
two fever-stricken sons to those who 
had befriended them, he later died 
the inevitable death by torture. 

One hundred and fifty years of 
struggle for Scotland’s spiritual free- 
dom ended with another great Cov- 
enanter preacher, James Renwick. 
Renwick qualified Master of Arts 
at Edinburgh University, but he re- 
fused the degree because of the Oath 
to the King and to the Pope which 
accompanied it. 

As a youth Renwick met the dying 
Peden in his cave and inherited the 
flame of the Covenanting spirit. 
Peden, surprisingly, died in bed, but 
when his grave became known, the 
incensed soldiers dug him up and 
hung him publicly, then reburied him 
below the gallows. The weak-bodied 
Renwick, however, continued Peden’s 
work, escaping often by seconds. In- 
evitably he was caught. 

Priests and bishops visited him in 
prison trying to get him to change 
his views. None could sway him, and 
so he, too, was sent to the gallows. 
The drums rolled; officials took their 
posts; loving and admiring onlookers 
prayed and wept. Renwick alone 
smiled. Pointing to the drums he 
said, “Yonder is the welcome to my 
marriage! The Bridegroom is com- 
ing. I am ready, I am ready!” 

At the scaffold a priest said, “Own 
our King and we shall pray for you.” 
Renwick replied, “I will have none 
of your prayers. I am come to bear 
my testimony against you.” The priest 
repeated his offer, to which Renwick 
finally replied, “I will discourse no 
more with you. I am within a little 
to appear before Him who is King 
of Kings and Lord of Lords who 
shall pour shame, contempt, and 
confusion upon all the Kings of the 
earth who have not ruled for Him.” 


Brutally forced up the scaffold 
steps to the deafening thunder of 
drums, he cried aloud, “Lord, I die 
in the faith that Thou wilt not leave 


Scotland, but that Thou wilt make 
the blood of Thy witnesses the seed 
of Thy Church, and return again and 
be glorious in our land.” He was 
still speaking as the executioner 
pushed him off the platform. Ren- 
wick died, like so many others, an 
old man in experience, aged twenty- 
five. He died, as he said, with all 
before whose blood had been shed 
either on scaffolds, fields, or seas 
for the cause of Christ. 

At least 20,000 people died in 
Scotland alone by standing on re- 
formed principles. Countless thou- 
sands more lived in misery, separated 
from loved ones, hounded like wild 
animals. Many were tortured by be- 
ing lashed to hooks, burned by 
matches, branded by red-hot irons, 
starved, chained; some had their 
bones mangled; ears were clipped, 
bodies were torn and mutilated by 
knives, others were flogged daily in 
the streets. By it all, within months 
of Renwick’s death, Scotland’s re- 
ligious freedom was won. 

The U.S. A. and the British Com- 
monwealth arose out of their Chris- 
tian martyrdom. Along with their 
blood-brothers the Puritans of Eng- 
land, many Covenanters escaped to 
the Americas. Many others were sent 
as slaves to the West Indies and 
South Carolina, there to spread the 
Gospel to black slaves brought over 
from Africa. 

Now in these years of wonderful 
Grace, with the next few years a 
particular challenge to Christians, 
we need the Covenanting spirit. We 
may not be asked to die for Christ. 
Let us, however, determine to LIVE 
FOR CHRIST to the fullest of our 
ability. With the Covenanting spirit 
we can win the battle against the 
forces of evil. 

Renwick’s prayer was answered. 
Scotland has known wonderful revi- 
vals, the latest through Billy Graham’s 
ministry a few years ago. Our faith, 
action, and courage can do the same. 
To win the world for Christ is the 
challenge to Christians throughout 
the world. We are strong—if we are 
united. We are not alone, if we take 
Jesus with us. Hold back in nothing 
that God asks you to give or do. Said 
Paul, who in his day was likewise a 
great covenanter, “For me to live is 
Christ, and to die is gain.”

cation with colonialism” and, therefore, Roman Cath- 
olic missionaries suffer “very little effect” from the 
spirit of national independence stirring in so many 
countries today. (Comment: this was said before 
Castro expelled foreign born priests and nuns and in 
the full knowledge of events in the, formerly Belgian, 
Congo! ) 

Dr. Frank L. Hutchins of the Protestant Church 
World Services stated Protestants would have “not the 
slightest objection” to increased cooperation between 
the government and private relief agencies, but added 
the significant phrase: “in strictly non-religious ac- 
tivities.” The obvious difficulty here is simply how one 
distinguishes between the strictly religious and non- 
religious activity. The temptation to recruit church 
membership by a generous distribution of government 
supplies of food and clothing is one to which Protes- 
tants and Roman Catholics are alike susceptible. A 
medical missionary of either church, for example, does 
more than administer medication for the patient’s body, 


VOLUNTARY AGENCIES 


CHRISTIAN HERITAGE noted in its June ’61 issue 
(p. 19) that the Vatican expressed its “grateful ac- 
knowledgement of the unfailing generosity” of the 
American Roman Catholic churches. Drawing upon 
information gleaned from the government’s Interna- 
tional Cooperation Administration report on Voluntary 
Foreign Aid agencies we pointed out that, 51 million 
dollars of the total 60 million-plus channeled through 
Roman Catholic agencies came from the United States 
surplus food stocks.” Since that time a House sub- 
committee has heard the testimony of American 
churchmen regarding the advisability of filtering even 
more foreign aid through Voluntary or Church agen- 
cies. The testimony of both Catholic and Protestant 
representatives is interesting reading, to say the least. 

Bishop Swanstrom speaking on behalf of Roman 
Catholic Relief Services department in the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference told the committee: “We 
have programs in 14 African nations and plans for 
programs in 11 more.” He also expressed the convic- 
tion that direct aid from the United States government 
is viewed with suspicion whereas the activities of non- 
governmental agencies such as the Roman Catholic 
Church are greeted with “confidence and trust.” 

Other Roman Catholic witnesses painted a glow- 
ing picture of existing Roman Catholic agencies, ap- 
parently seeking to persuade the committee members 
of the desirability to increase the amount of money, 
food, etc., presently disbursed by their bishops through- 
out the world. One witness testified, “We have had a 
peace corps overseas for years;” another declared: 
“Our missionaries by and large have avoided identifi- 
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he seeks to win the patient. Hospital facilities certainly 
come within the scope of a foreign aid program, but 
if such hospitals are sectarian in nature they are hardly 
non-religious in character. 


This problem was called to the attention of 
CHRISTIAN HERITAGE readers by Dr. Bob Pierce in 
our October issue for 1960. It was further aired at 
our Buck Hill Falls Conference on Roman Catholicism 
of nearly two years ago when the moderator declared 
that the modern state has more and more taken over 
the welfare or charitable works formerly carried on 
under the banner of the Cross. But the issue here is 
whether or not the desire to funnel government foreign 
aid through church agencies is simply another pcorly 
disguised scheme to finance religious institutions out of 
public tax funds. 


How the Kennedy Administration and present 
Congress handle this situation is, of course, worth 
watching, and a task force assigned by the President 
“to revise the outmoded foreign aid program” has 
been at work since last April. Eugene R. Black, presi- 
dent of the International Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development heads the group. Other members are: 
Theodore Tannenwalk, of the New York bar associa- 
tion; George Gann, of the Ford Foundation; William 
Dale of the Stanford Research Institute; Samuel Hayes 
of the University of Michigan; Don Humphrey of the 
Fletcher School of Massachusetts; Professor Arthur 
Smithies of. Harvard University. The President has 
placed the administrative responsibility for this task 
force in the hands of D. A. Fitzgerald, a deputy officer 
in the International Cooperation Administration.

RERUM NOVARUM 


Vatican programs commemorating 
the 70th anniversary of the social 
encyclical, “Rerum Novarum,” issued 
by Pope Leo XIII in 1891 have been 
climaxed by an up-to-date social- 
economic pronouncement by the pres- 
ent Pope John XXIII. The contents 
of this latest encyclical were given 
wide publicity through the controlled 
press of the Roman Church and in 
addresses given by the Pope earlier 
this year. Both the press releases and 
papal speeches read like propaganda 
sheets despite the Pontiff’s denial that 
they were written for such purposes. 
The NCWC Washington press bureau 
carefully reported the Pope’s denial 
when he spoke to Italy’s dock workers 
last May: “The Pope who welcomes 
you today wishes to dispel the fear 
that someone may think the Church’s 
concern for economic problems to be 
solved springs from a propagandistic 
viewpoint or from manufactured 
fervor.” 


The papal viewpoint was given a 
somewhat different slant, however, 
when the Pope addressed French 
workers. “Not rivalry but unified ef- 
fort under the Bishops is what the 
Church needs from its lay organiza- 
tions,” the Roman Catholic press bu- 
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reau’s release stated. What the Pope 
actually said is this: “You know as 
well as We do that generous energies 
are sometimes dissipated in fruitless 
rivalries and in destructive criticism. 
But the Church today needs more than 
ever all the combined efforts of its 
best sons, associated in perfect har- 
mony.” He then described the nature 
of that harmony in these amazing 
words: “This union with the Bishop 
entails two consequences for your ac- 
tivity. The first is that you should 
make your projects and your ideas 
known to your spiritual leaders with 
complete confidence . . . The second 
is that, after reporting them, you 
should accept with perfect docility 
the decision taken by the responsible 
authority of the diocese.” 


Such high-handed dictatorial poli- 
cies must sound incredible to Ameri- 
can ears and can be treated lightly 
only by workers who are willing to 
sacrifice their “rights and freedoms.” 
They mean that Roman Catholic 
workers are not really free to make 
their own decisions but are conscience 
bound to “accept with perfect docility 
the decision” handed down by the 
head of the Roman Catholic diocese. 
Many years ago Cardinal Gibbons 


rejected the idea that Roman Catho- 
lic workmen be organized into separ- 
ate labor groups, declaring: “We find 
that in our country (U.S.A.) the 
presence and explicit influence of the 
clergy would not be advisable where 
our citizens without distinction of re- 
ligious belief, come together in regard 
to their industrial interests alone.” 
And, according to Msgr. John T. Ellis 
of The Catholic University of Ameri- 
ca, Cardinal Gibbons had no fear of 
American Roman Catholics being 
hurt by the presence of non-Catho- 
lics in these labor organizations. He 
declared emphatically; “It is one of 
the trials of faith which our brave 
American (Roman) Catholics are 


accustomed to meet almost daily, and 
which they know how to disregard 
with good sense and firmness.” 


But Cardinal Gibbons was speak- 
ing five years before Pope Leo XIII 
issued his Rerum Novarum, and 
nearly fifty years before the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference was or- 
ganized (See page 19). Today 
American Roman Catholic workers 
are organized under the Bishops, and, 
since Pope John’s pronouncements 
have been published, are expected to 
“accept with perfect docility” whatever 
decisions are issued out of the hier- 
archy’s Washington, D. C. office. The 
proof that any such decisions or pro- 
nouncements made by the NCWC 
are not, to use the Pope’s own words, 
“propagandistic or manufactured fer- 
vor” lies with the American Roman 
Catholic Cardinals themselves. We 
are inclined to take as our own as- 
surance Cardinal Gibbons’ confidence 
in the laymen of the American branch 
of the Roman Church. We believe 
they will utterly repudiate whatever 
dictatorial clericalism they discover 
in NCWC utterances and build their 
lives on the firm foundation of their 
natural and inalienable rights as 
American citizens.

The National Catholic Welfare 
Conference is the most powerful or- 
ganization within the American Ro- 
man Catholic Church. Its outreach 
is tremendous, directing thousands of 
affiliated societies throughout the 
country from its central offices lo- 
cated within the shadows of the 
United States’ seat of government. Its 
influence is felt in every sphere of our 
national life: in the religious and edu- 
cational areas, the political, social, 
and economic fields, and in our do- 
mestic and international policy-mak- 
ing bodies. 

Origin 

The National Catholic Welfare 
Conference stems from the National 
Catholic War Council established in 
1917 when the United States declared 
war on Germany and her allies. Be- 
cause the Catholic War Council col- 
laborated with the government, ren- 
dering services to Catholics in the 
military forces, it was considered a 
semi-government organization. 

After the first World War, the hier- 
archy of the United States decided to 
retain this organization in operation 
and to expand it by merging all the 
Roman Catholic associations in the 
nation for concerted action. The 
name, being somewhat misleading, 
was changed to the National Catho- 
lic Welfare Council in September 
1920. However, the Pope, aware of 
the political impact of this organiza- 
tion, insisted that the word “Council” 
be eliminated, and another substi- 
tuted. The appellation National Cath- 
olic Welfare Conference was chosen, 
thus preserving the original tetra- 
grammaton NCWC very tactfully.

The top brass of the NCWC is 
made up of members elected from 
among the residential or titular bish- 
ops in the nation and its territorial 
possessions. All the bishops are ipso 
facto given a voice in the Conference, 
but the guiding board consists of five 
men elected at the annual meeting of 
the hierarchy of the United States for 
a term of one year. They may be 
elected for five consecutive years and 
when out of office for one year, they 
may be elected anew. 

A brief discussion of the various 
departments, bureaus and committees 
will prove helpful to secure an over- 
all picture of the NCWC. The chart 
indicates the departments and some 
of the principal bureaus and com- 
mittees, radiating from the center, the 
Executive Department. 


Structure of the NCWC 


At the top of the NCWC is the 
powerful Executive Department, to 
which is attached the information 
Bureau, Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine, Publications, Business and 
Auditing, United Nations, and Inter- 
national Affairs. The active executive 
of this department is the general sec- 
retary of the NCWC, who also co- 
ordinates the operations of all the 
other departments. 

The Youth Department facilitates 
the exchange of information relative 
to the philosophy, frame-work, and 
program of Catholic Youth Associa- 
tions, furthering the activities of par- 


ish and Diocesan Youth Councils, 
the National Newman Club Federa- 
tion and the National Federation of 
Catholic College Students, etc., and 
maintaining contacts with national, 
Federal and non-Federal youth serv- 
ing agencies. 

Serving as a Clearing house of in- 
formation pertinent to Catholic edu- 
cation and acting as an advisory me- 
dium in the development of Catholic 
schools and the Catholic school sys- 
tem, the Department of Education is 
concerned with information and re- 
search, status, educational liaison, 
and exchange of persons. These con- 
stitute specific sections of this de- 
partment. 

Rendering regular service to the 
Roman Catholic Press in the United 
States and foreign countries, the Press 
Department supplies news, features, 
editorial, pictorial, biographical, and 
editorial cartoon services; texts, sup- 
plements and syndications, and a 
weekly radio-TV newscript. A special 
service includes Noticias Catolicas, 
Catholic news for Latin America. The 
totalitarian control of this press bu- 
reau is phenomenal and allows the 
hierarchy the utmost power to slant 
world news to the greatest advantage 
of the Roman Church. 

The Legal Department preserves a 
record of Federal, state and local leg- 
islation, exchanging legislative infor- 
mation with other departments of the 
NCWC and with interested agencies 
and individuals. When requested, it 
also represents Catholic matters be- 
fore Federal executive bureaus. 


Covering social, economic, and in- 
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dustrial relations, the Social Action 
Department presents Roman Catho- 
lic tenets to government and private 
groups, promotes labor and manage- 
ment cooperation, ostentatiously as- 
sists international groups in establish- 
ing a stable international economic 
order, inspires and aids the clergy 
and lay people to participate in Chris- 
tian Social Action, and encourages 
interracial justice. In short, it is a 
powerful propaganda machine for 
Roman Catholic social doctrine. 

Founded in 1920 as a bureau oper- 
ating under the Executive Department 
of the NCWC, the Immigration De- 
partment was formed into a separate 
department in April, 1953, serving as 
a Catholic immigrant aid agency of 
national scope. Immigrants are met at 
ports of entry, technical advice and 
help is given them and other foreign- 
born in their immigration, emigration, 
deportation, naturalization, and citi- 
zenship problems. Local Catholic or- 
ganizations are informed about these 
immigrants, who then obtain further 
advice and guidance. This department 
is also the center for settling ques- 
tions of immigration and emigration 
with which the Roman Catholic 
Church in the United States is es- 
pecially interested. Continuous con- 
tact with Roman Catholic and other 
agencies is maintained in foreign 
countries. Moreover, it keeps in daily 
touch with the United States State 
Department, the United States De- 
partment of Justice and the United 
States Public Health Service and with 
foreign embassies, legations, and con- 
sulates. 

A special department concerned 
with lay organizations, includes the 
National Council of Catholic Men, 
the National Council of Catholic 
Women, and the National Council of 
Catholic Nurses. The NCCM and 
NCCW operate directly through units 
of the two councils in the various 
dioceses of the nation and indirectly 
through some 19,763 affiliated socie- 
ties. 

In addition to its function as a 
national coordinating agency for 
Catholic Action among men, the 
NCCM produces the weekly, nation- 
wide radio “Catholic Hour” over 
NBC, the “Christian in Action” over 
ABC, the Roman Catholic part of 
“Church of the Air” over CBS radio 
network, “Catholic Hour-TV” over 
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NBC-T, and “Look Up and Live” 
and the Roman Catholic parts of 
“Lamp Unto My Feet” over CBS-T. 


The National Council of Catholic 
Women, besides sponsoring Leader- 
ship Training Institutes as well as a 
Biennial National Convention, is in 
charge of the Adult Education Pro- 
gram with the aid of 18 national com- 
mittees. 


The NCCW is interested in many 
other matters. An instance in point 
is the resolution adopted by the dele- 
gates to the 30th national convention 
of the NCCW which urged the Feder- 
al government to admit to the United 
States “at least” twice the number of 
immigrants now allowed, to scrap the 
immigration quota system based on 
national origins, and to enact a “just 
and charitable substitute.” The NC- 
CW delegates also urged that the 
government extend the visas of exiles 
in need of protection, especially 
Cubans. 


There are several episcopal com- 
mittees functioning within the frame- 
work of the NCWC, such as the Com- 
mittee on the Propagation of the 
Faith, Committee on the Confraterni- 
ty of Christian Doctrine, for the 
Spanish Speaking, for Immigrant 
Workers, on Motion Pictures, on the 
National Office for Decent Literature, 
to Promote the Pope’s Peace Plan, 
for Refugees, and for Catholic Re- 
lief Service. 


Through its Catholic Relief Serv- 
ices, the NCWC administers relief 
and sustenance to refugees, prisoners 
of war, displaced persons, and mer- 
chant seamen in the United States, 
and in more than 60 foreign coun- 
tries. The funds are taken from the 
annual Bishop’s collection. A close 
contact is maintained with major for- 
eign relief organizations. Recently 
this agency has opened offices in the 
Cuban refugee emergency center in 
Miami, Florida, to aid in resettling 
thousands of Cuban exiles. 


As an adjunct to the Catholic Re- 
lief Services—NCWC, the National 
Catholic Resettlement Council was 
established by the American _hier- 
archy to find homes and work for 
Displaced Persons. Operating through 
diocesan resettlement councils, it re- 
settled about 210,000 refugees in the 
United States and more than 40,000 
in other countries. A mew bureau was 


founded last year in the NCWC, 
known as the Latin American Bu- 
reau, through which the United States 
Bishops cooperate with the pontifical 
program to aid the Roman Catholic 
Church in Latin America. 


A Specialized Lay Apostolate was 
given affiliated status with the Na- 
tional Councils of Catholic Men and 
Women, embracing three movements, 
viz., the Christian Family Movement, 
the Young Christian Workers, and 
the Young Christian Students. 


The Christian Family Movement 
is interested in promoting the welfare 
of families, helping refugee families 
from Dutch Indonesia and Cuba, and 
establishing foundations for interna- 
tional students and visitors, etc. In- 
dividual members were instructed to 
write to the Defense Department not 
long ago asking for modification of 
the order reducing the number of 
families at overseas stations of the 
armed services. Sending more than 
150 extension workers to foreign 
lands, the Young Christian Workers 
intend to resolve the problems of 
young workers by presenting the Ro- 
man Catholic solution.’ 


A news report has disclosed re- 
cently that the National Catholic Con- 
ference for Interracial Justice ap- 
pointed a nationwide committee of 
thirty priests to aid the group’s work 
in race relations. The Rev. Theodore 
M. Hesburgh, C. S.C. (Congregation 
of the Holy Cross), president of 
Notre Dame University, South Bend, 
Indiana, has declared: “There is per- 
haps no social need that calls for 
more wholehearted and fruitful sup- 
port from all Roman Catholics today 
than the work of interracial justice. 
Racial injustice, the denial of equal 
opportunity in all its open and hidden 
forms, is an ugly scar on the face of 
our contemporary society in America. 
Only spiritual and moral leadership 
and conviction will ultimately remove 
. 


Political Activity 
of the NCWC 


Maritain, a contemporary Catholic 
philosopher, has stated that “many 
functions now exercised by the state 
should be distributed among the vari-

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ous autonomous organs of a pluralis- 
tically structured body politic . . .”° 


In the same strain the NCWC is 
tending toward the usurpation of Fed- 
eral prerogatives. Endeavoring to pro- 
mote the expansion of the Roman 
Catholic Church in the United States, 
the various departments and bureaus 
of the NCWC have participated ac- 
tively in the political and legislative 
struggles of our time. In May, 1959, 
the NCWC directed an appeal to Con- 
gress, signed by Archbishop Albert 
Meyer, episcopal chairman of the De- 
partment of Education of the NCWC, 
and addressed to Senator James E. 
Murray of Montana, attacking gen- 
eral and permanent Federal grants to 
public schools, and adding that “pri- 
vate and public education are part- 
ners on the American education scene 
and their welfare should be advanced 
simultaneously in any proposals for 
temporary Federal assistance.”* 


In its 1950 Labor Day Statement, 
the Social Action Department of the 
NCWC ventilated its position openly: 
“The state is the supreme authority 
in the temporal order and precisely 
for this reason, as Pius XI reminds 
us, it ought ‘to let subordinate groups 
handle matters and concerns of lesser 
importance which would otherwise 
dissipate its efforts greatly.’ This does 
not mean that the government should 
in any way shirk its great responsibili- 
ties in the field of social legislation, 
but it does mean that the government 
should consciously encourage unions 
and trade associations to cooperate 
with one another for the solution of 
as many of their own problems as 
possible. It also means that even 
when legislation is necessary to pro- 
mote the general economic and social 
welfare or to protect the legitimate 
interests of individuals or groups, the 
government should utilize the experi- 
ence of these organizations instead of 
relying exclusively on independent 
technical experts for the content and 
administration of legislative pro- 
grams.” 


This same department aims “to ob- 
serve, appraise, and to seek to in- 
fluence along Christian (Roman 
Catholic) lines the great social 
changes of our day.” To attain this

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scope, it has recourse to the social 
encyclicals of the popes and to the 
various statements of the American 


bishops on social and economic 
matters. 
The Legal Department of the 


NCWC issued a report which was 
read at the annual meeting of the 
United States’ Archbishops and 
Bishops (November, 1960). The re- 
lationship of Church and _ State 
loomed as the main point at issue. 
According to the report, “various 
groups dedicated to establishing the 
absolute separation of Church and 
State are energetically challenging 
and encouraging others to challenge 
statutes or practices in which the State 
cooperates with religion in any way.” 


Different segments of the report in- 
dicated that legislative and other pub- 
lic and political actions impinge upon 
religion, morality, and religious insti- 
tutions, including such realms as hos- 
pitals, antenuptial contracts, urban 
renewal, obscenity, juvenile delin- 
quency, immigration, public housing, 
college housing, postal rates, mutual 
security, wages and hours, privileged 
communication, social security, taxa- 
tion, health research centers, Sunday 
observance laws, zoning laws, birth 
control, sterilization, and abortion. 


That legislators in Congress are be- 
ing frequently pressured goes without 
saying. The following example needs 
no comment. At the beginning of 
March, Bishop Lawrence J. Shean of 


Bridgeport, Connecticut, episcopal 
chairman of the Department of Edu- 
cation, NCWC, appealed to Congress 
in these words: “Surely members of 
Congress will not be insensitive to the 
needs of all parents and all children. 
It is our hope that Congress will seek 
out—within the framework of the 
Constitution—every means to assist 
the parents and to spur the maximum 
intellectual development of every 
young American.” 


The proximity of the headquarters 
of the NCWC to Congress in our 
national capital is highly significant. 
NCWC lobbyists are constantly mill- 
ing around there endeavoring to in- 
fluence our Federal legislators to sup- 
port Roman Catholic demands. 


The ultimate outcome of continu- 
ous Roman Catholic expansion in the 
United States may be readily envis- 
aged, namely, the eventual aggran- 
dizement of all national institutions 
and their implantation in the Roman 
Catholic pattern. For this reason, 
Evangelical Christians, especially, 
should exert every effort at their com- 
mand to protect their natural and in- 
nate rights of freedom of religion, 
freedom of speech, freedom of nur- 
turing and maintaining their indivi- 
dual hopes and aspirations, and free- 
dom to preserve their liberties against 


any alien and un-American encroach- 
ments.

VICAR GENERAL 
of the United States Armed Forces? 


Many readers of CHRISTIAN HERITAGE have inquired 
about the title used by the New York Roman Catholic 
Cardinal Spellman in connection with his activities in 
the armed services. Some, like the writer of the follow- 
ing letters, resented his referring to himself as Vicar 
General of the United States Armed Forces so decided 
to make his own private investigation of the matter. 
The exchange of letters between this correspondent and 
the office of the Secretary of Defense are here pub- 
lished for all our readers by his permission and without 
editorial comment.

Dear Mr. McNamara: 


Cardinal Spellman calls himself “Military Vicar of 
the Armed Forces,” but so far as I know, he has no 
official connection with the government. Yet I under- 
stand that he wears a military uniform and is furnished 
free transportation in military aircraft to bases through- 
out the world. 


On what basis is this sort of thing sponsored by the 
government in view of our long tradition of separation 
of Church and State? Seeing how the Catholic Church 
uses such precedents as the thin edge of the wedge in 
demanding additional concessions constantly, we are 
concerned by Cardinal Spellman’s use of an ambiguous 
and unofficial title and his use of military facilities with- 
out charge. 


Several other citizens have asked me to write to you 
for an explanation of this situation.

Secretary McNamara has asked that we acknowledge 
and thank you for your recent inquiry relative to Car- 
dinal Spellman. 

The title “Vicar General of the United States Armed 
Forces” (usually written “military vicar of the United 
States Armed Forces”) is a purely ecclesiastical title 
and indicates the Cardinal’s relationship in Roman 
Catholic personnel serving in the Armed Forces. All 
major religious groups have similar representatives or 
agencies which work with military personnel of their 
faith. 

Titles such as those to which you refer are not gen- 
erally misleading when they are understood in relation 
to the denomination to which they pertain. However, 
Cardinal Spellman’s title is not conferred by the Armed 
Forces, has no military significance, and does not carry 
with it any monetary compensation. 


American churchmen representing all major faiths 
visit military personnel in overseas areas throughout the 
year. These churchmen, including Cardinal Spellman, 
are not issued military clothing—they wear their own 
civilian or ecclesiastical clothing. There have been oc- 
casion when items of military clothing, both inner and 
outer garments, were loaned for the protection of health 
due to extreme climates. Such items have been loaned 
at other times for participation in certain types of ac- 
tivity, such as recreation, for which ecclesiastical cloth- 
ing was not appropriate. 

American churchmen visiting military personnel in 
overseas areas are not furnished military transportation; 
they travel at their own expense. There have been times 
when military aircraft was authorized to transport 
American churchmen to isolated areas. This was done 
only when commercial aircraft was not available to 
accomplish the mission. 

Appreciating your own and your friends’ interest, we 
hope this information will be helpful to you and to 
them.

Dear Mr. McNamara: 


I have a letter dated April 24 from your Mr. James 
G. Dunton in reply to my letter relative to the special 
privileges allowed Cardinal Spellman. 

It is inconceivable to many others beside myself that 
you can permit Cardinal Spellman to use the title, 
“Military Vicar of the United States Armed Forces.” 
He is not the Military Vicar of the United States Armed 
Forces. He is the Roman Catholic Military Vicar of 
the United States Armed Forces, if anything, but I per- 
sonally feel that he should not even be permitted to 
use such a title which is certainly open to misunder- 
standing. I take issue with the statement of Mr. Dunton 
that the use of the title of “Military Vicar of the United 
States Armed Forces” is a purely ecclesiastical title and 
indicates the Cardinal’s relationship to Roman Catholic 
personnel serving in the Armed Forces. We have caused 
a survey to be made of military personnel in establish- 
ments in this country and in other areas of the world 
and find that 78% of such military personnel polled 
are of the opinion that Cardinal Spellman uses this 
military title by permission of the United States govern- 
ment and that he is indeed the top ecclesiastical officer 
of the United States Armed Forces. 

Mr. Dunton’s statement that “All major religious 
groups have similar representatives or agencies which 
work with military personnel of their faith” is not strict- 
ly true. We know of no Protestant or Jewish ecclesias- 
tic who lays claim to any such title as that used by 
Cardinal Spellman. It is the general feeling of Protes- 
tants, with whom we have discussed this matter, that 
Cardinal Spellman’s use of this title is calcula*ed deceit 
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intended to confuse the uninformed and make think 
that, since he is the military vicar, his Church, the 
Roman Catholic, must be the favored Church of the 
United States government. 

Mr. Dunton’s statement that “Titles such as those 
to which you refer are not generally misleading when 
they are understood in relation to the denomination to 
which they pertain” is unimpressive. Protestants are 
not expected to understand them in relation to the de- 
nomination to which they pertain. Whether Cardinal 
Spellman’s title is conferred by the Armed Forces or 
any other government authority has no bearing on the 
matter. 

As regards free transportation furnished Cardinal 
Spellman, Mr. Dunton says that he has not been fur- 
nished military transportation except to “isolated areas 

. when commercial aircraft was not available to ac- 
complish the mission.” We do not believe that this is 
in accordance with the facts. Information received from 
personnel of the Air Force and MATS indicates that 
special transportation has been authorized consistently 
to ferry Cardinal Spellman to whatever areas he wished 
to go whether or not commercial aircraft was available 
to accomplish the mission. 

In the interest of separation of Church and State, 
I should appreciate advice as to whether the Depart- 
ment of Defense will insist Cardinal Spellman not here- 
after use the title which is calculated to deceive the 
uninformed members of the Armed Forces as to his 
relationship to the Armed Forces. We should also ap- 
preciate knowing what free transportation was accorded 
Cardinal Spellman during the years 1959 and 1960.

COUNTRY OF THE 
FUTURE FOR PROTESTANTISM

Today, the world leaders of Prot- 
estantism do not hide their opinion 
that Brazil is the country of the fu- 
ture for Protestantism. This affirma- 
tion is based on the fact that Brazil 
is the Latin nation where Protestant- 
ism has prospered most. There are at 
least two million Protestants in 
Brazil. If we subtract the number of 
children, and if we deduct the num- 
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ber of German Lutherans and Angli- 
cans, who are, in general, indifferent 
to proselyting, we may affirm that 
there are at least one million people. 
This is equivalent to saying that today 
nearly five million Brazilians are 
under the influence, at least indirect- 
ly, of Protestantism. 
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in Brazil, the profound religious ig- 
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Monsenhor Angelo Rossi as 
Secretary of Catholic Action in 
Brazil is charged with opposing 
all Protestant advance in Latin 
America, and is usually credited 
as being the official voice for 
organized Roman Catholic Ac- 
tion.

norance of our people, the lack, up 
to a short time ago, of natural plans 
for Catholic activities, the very small 
number of priests (Brazil has only 
10% of the number of priests need- 
ed), the complete abandonment of 
the rural populations (70% of our 
population), and also the proselyt- 
ing vigor of the Protestants unfor- 
tunately has placed Brazil in the 
forefront of the nations, as to the 
progress of Protestantism in these 
last twenty years. 

With the closing of the doors of 
China, the classic field for North 
American Protestant missionary ac- 
tivities, now under the Communist 
dominion, the very best missionaries 
from the United States are now be- 
ing sent to South America, particu- 
larly to Brazil, which has one-third 
of the Latin American population, 
and almost a half of the Protestant 
population of the Latin’ American 
countries. This makes us foresee for 
the near future a great Protestant 
advance, if we do not begin a very 
strong campaign for the preservation 
of the faith of our fellow-citizens. 
Other indications of this progress are 
to be found in the activity of the

Bible Society as well as missionaries 


sent to foreign countries. 

In 1953 the Bible Society of Bra- 
zil alone distributed 600,000 copies 
of the sacred Scripture (10% Bibles, 
10% New Testaments, and 80% 
portions of the Bible). This fabulous 
distribution placed Brazil in second 
place in the Protestant Bible activities 
in the world, only exceeded by the 
United States. It is true that 90% of 
the deficit was paid by the United 
Bible Societies (North American and 
British and Foreign), but the Brazili- 
an Protestants have already begun to 
work with the Bible Society of Bra- 
zil, and they have among themselves 
30,000 regular contributors. 

The tendency will be to leave 
more and more the expense of the 
Bible propagation to the national 
churches in Brazil. 

Brazilian Protestantism is also 
assuming an active missionary posi- 
tion, sending its missionaries to Por- 
tugal, Bolivia, and Paraguay. 

Another important agency of 
proselyting is the school. The chain 
of Protestant schools are reaching 
56,851 children (of which 36,887 
are in the secondary courses, with an 
average percentage of 70% Catholic. 

But the Sunday Schools (a kind of 
catechism, but well organized) are 
reaching 600,000 pupils and have for 
their use magnificent specialized ma- 
gazines to the number of twenty-five.

Priest Talks to Shriners 


It was an unusual experience for the Shriners Mas- 
onic Club to hear a Catholic priest speak at one of their 
luncheons at Hotel Manger, Cleveland, Ohio. Mon- 
signor Michael J. Murphy, vice rector of the St. Mary 
Seminary, spoke on “The Image of the Church.” 

Among other things the Monsignor declared that 
“The common view held by the non-Catholic is that 
the Church is a sprawling, big organization, an enor- 
mous institution, world-wide in character, and historical.

“We present the image of Christ not only as a dis- 
tinguished religious leader but far beyond that, a divine 
being. His purpose in coming to earth was to communi- 
cate the fullness of life, not material abundance or in- 
tellectual advancement. 

“He communicated a real share of the life of God, 
that men literally could be the sons of God. 

“To provide for the continuation of His mission, He 
instituted the Church, which has continued to exist and 
work and extend its influence to the present day.”

ship” in United States life. 

At Notre Dame alumni meetings throughout the 
Midwest during the middle of last spring, he has 
stressed his proposed role for all Catholic Colleges: 
“The exalted work of mediation in our times.” 

By mediation, the Rev. Hesburgh means the healing 
of social schisms—between whites and Negroes, labor 
and management, science and humanities. The center 
for the required research has also initiated studies on 
Latin America, African education, and civil rights.

Bishops' Cars Sold for Back Taxes 


Poland’s communist regime has confiscated the auto- 
mobiles of three bishops and sold them at auction for 
back taxes, according to a report received in Berlin. 

The government imposed a 65% tax on the Catholic 
Church this year by declaring dioceses, parishes and 
seminaries “private institutions.” The tax was made 
retroactive for ten years. 

The Bishops referred to are those of Krakow, Czes- 
tochowa, and Kielce. (NC) 


Vatican Interferes in Narcotic War 


Federal Narcotics Commissioner Harry J. Anslinger 
sharply protested the defeat of a key provision in a 
proposed new international convention against narcotics 
and blamed it on a last-minute objection by the Vatican. 

The provision would have recommended civil com- 
mitment of known narcotics addicts to hospitals. 

The Holy See, participating in the 70-nation confer- 
ence in its capacity as a sovereign state, objected on the 
ground it might interfere with “basic human rights.” 

Following the statement of the Vatican’s objections, 
which was presented by Monsignor Timothy J. Flynn 
of New York, who represented the Holy See, a majority 
of the Catholic countries of Europe and Latin America 
withdrew their support and abstained, and the provi- 
sion, strongly supported by the United States delegation, 
went down to defeat.

holy sanctifying priestly ardor. 

“In the same way as you were star of our morning, 
remain always the serene joy of our vocation, protector 
of our purity, flame of our good work in the service of 
Jesus, of the souls redeemed by His blood and by His 
Church, sometimes suffering but always unconquered 
and glorious. 

“What joy for each one and all of us together, semin- 
arians of the whole world, to be able to repeat ‘opus 
tuum nos 0 Maria.’ What exaltation it is to add in every 
event of your life, always, always: We do not fear any- 
thing because you, Oh Mary, are and will be our trust, 
our Mother ‘in aevum et in aeternum.’” (In time and

The PALESTRA DEL CLERO of 
Venice wrote: “Every Christian has an obligation to 
contribute to pious works . . . For the clergy, this con- 
tribution is tantamount to a restitution, because no 
priest can ever say, ‘I received nothing from the 
Church.’ ” The Jesuit monthly MILES CHRISTI (Sol- 
dier of Christ) was even more blunt, “When priests 
draw up their wills, 95% of their possessions end up 
in greedy relatives’ hands, and the Church is completely 
forgotten.”

Catholics Urged to Greater Zeal 


Speaking at the fifth course of Christology sponsored 
by the Naples Archdiocese, Augustin Cardinal Bea, in 
charge of the commission for Christian Unity of the 
coming Ecumenical Council, discussed the weaknesses 
besetting the Church in the light of the teachings of 
St. Paul. 

The Cardinal declared that “the progress of the 
Church in the world is not a triumphant march. In the 
course of 19 centuries the religion of Christ has con- 
quered only a third of the inhabitants of our earth, and 
of the 900 million baptized, only 500 million are 
Roman Catholics.” 

Pointing out that the Church’s trials and setbacks 
should “spur us to great humility, zeal and charity,” 
he alluded to Paul who experienced tremendous set- 
backs but that, in spite of everything, he did not allow 
himself to be discouraged because his faith in the divine 
mission of the Church did not waver. (NC) 


American Vicar Apostolic 
in the Philippines 


Very Rev. Quentin Olwell, C.P., (of the Congrega- 
tion of the Passionist Priests), a native of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., has been appointed Vicar Apostolic of Marbel, 
and titular Bishop of Tabraca, Africa, by Pope 
John XXIII. 

Vicars Apostolic are chosen for mission territories 
where no hierarchy has been established. They are sub- 
ject to the Congregation of the Propaganda in Rome, 
and usually they are bishops.

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Acute Shortage of Priests in World 


The problem of world-wide shortage of vocations to 
the priesthood was discussed not long ago by Cardinal 
Pizzardo, prefect of the Sacred Congregation of Semin- 
aries and Universities, at a meeting of Italian seminary 
rectors. He pointed out that although Italy has more 
than one priest for every 1,000 inhabitants, the trend 
is downward as the population goes up and new par- 
ishes open. On a world scale, the Cardinal state, in 
order to keep the ratio of one priest for every 1,000 
Catholics, 10,000 new priests would have to be or- 
dained each year. But in 1959, for instance, there were 
only 5,475 new ordinations.

Bishop and Mayor at Loggerheads in Brazil 


A Roman Catholic archbishop in Marilia, Brazil, has 
described Protestants, Spiritists, and Communists as 
enemies of the “holy Faith.” 

The accusation came about as a climax to a long 
hassle over city funds for the construction of a Roman 
Catholic Seminary. According to reports the arch- 
bishop allegedly promised he would direct his people 
to vote for a certain candidate for mayor if after the 
mayor’s election he would give city funds for the sem- 
inary building. 

City councilmen, who got into office in this way, drew 
up a bill to grant money for the archbishop’s project. 
The mayor, finding that the city was so short of funds 
that they were two months behind in paying the gar- 
bage haulers and street-cleaners, vetoed the bill and 
published his reasons in the local paper.

Vatican Decree Results in Changes 


Numerous changes have been made as a consequence 
of removing the name of St. Philomena from the roster 
of Canonized Saints. Ecclesiastical authorities of the 
Diocese of Nola, near Naples, have been instructed to 
re-consecrate the church at nearby Mugnana Dei Car- 
dinale which has been the great sanctuary and shrine 
of Philomena. 

All statues and pictures of Philomena have been 
ordered removed or no longer venerated. 

Children no longer may be baptized with the name 
Philomena—Filomena in Italian—which for years has 
been one of the most popular names for girls in south- 
ern Italy. 

Closer to home, Cardinal Cushing, archbishop of 
Boston, had established a parish in Dover, Massachu- 
setts, the name of the church to be that of St. Philo- 
mena. After receiving the Vatican report, the Cardinal, 
in announcing the sad news to the parishioners, re- 
marked that he was not surprised at the Vatican’s ac- 
tion, since the catacombs of Rome where the remains 
of Philomena were supposedly discovered were not ex- 
clusively burying places for Christians, but could have 
been open to anyone in ancient days. Nearly 800 
statuettes of Philomena were distributed to the parish- 
ioners of Dover by the Cardinal. (AP and UPI)

During the ten years of 1940 to 
1950 Protestantism grew most in the 
States of Rio de Janeiro, Pernam- 


buco, Espirito Santo, Sao Paulo, 
Goias, Federal District, Para e 
Parana. The key cities of greatest 
importance for the Protestants are: 
Sao Paulo, Rio de Janeiro, Recife, 


Horizonte, Victoria, Blem do Para, 
Santo Amaro, Goiania, Anapolis, 
Sao Lourenco, Londrina, Juiz de 
Fora, Lavras, Garanhuns, Bauru, 
Lins, Piracicaba, Niteroi, Campos, 
Corrente e Teresopolis. 

Fifty-two sects are working in 
Brazil. Some of these with more than 
6,000 churches, church buildings 
and rooms of worship, and 5,600 


Porto Alegre, Campianas, Belo 
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sects also count upon the dedication 
of the deaconesses, particularly the 
Lutherans. 

There is a certain tendency to 
increase the responsibilities of the 
women in the Protestant Churches, 
even coming to the point of admit- 
ting pastors in the direction of the 
church. It is certain that even putting 
aside the fanaticism of many of the 
Protestants we Catholics can learn 
a great deal from many Evangelical 
Christians, as to a greater dedication 
to the Church, a generous monthly 
contribution for the worship of the 
Church (many Protestant tithers are 
giving a tenth part of their income 
even before deducting their ex- 
penses) and a very intensive activity 
on the part of our lay members. 

These facts are explained by say- 
ing that they are in a minority situa- 
tion. But these are realities which we 
must take in account, and to which 
we must give a just appraisal. 

Naturally this rapid information 
above can only furnish a very pale 
idea of what the Protestant problem 
in Brazil is, but it is sufficient to stir 
in any soul, which is warmed by the 
love of God and faithful to His Holy 
Church, the desire to collaborate as 
efficiently as possible, in the great 
crusade of preservation and defense 
of the faith in which the National 
Secretary of Defense of the Faith 
and Morals in Brazil is now engaged. 


NOW HEAR THIS! 


We dare not rest on our oars, 
but must watch and pray.

In nine brilliant chapters, Arthur 
W. Mielke, minister of the Park Cen- 
tral Presbyterian Church of Syracuse, 
New York, presents us with a com- 
prehensive portrayal of the chief ten- 
ets of the Protestant Evangelical Faith 
as contrasted with Roman Catholic 
beliefs. 

The chapters were originally radio 
talks later revamped into this splen- 
did handbook containing disquisitions 
on the relationship of Protestantism 
to Judaism, Eastern Orthodoxy, and 
Roman Catholicism; justification by 
faith; the priesthood of all believers; 
the primary authority of the Bible; 
the right of private judgment; the 
sacredness of every vocation; Protes- 
tantism and public education; the 
Protestant roots of Democracy; and 
dynamic Protestantism. 

There is a decisive difference be- 
tween Protestantism and other types 
of Christianity. Protestants consider 
the Bible to be the primary source of 
religious authority. Roman Catholics 
maintain that it is merely of secon- 
dary importance, the Church being 
the primary seat of authority (p. 48). 
The Church claims that she is the 
only true and dependable interpreter 
of the Word of God. Evangelical 
Christianity proclaims the Chris- 
tian conscience, enlightened by rea- 
son, free before men, but bound to 
the word of God and guided by the 
Holy Spirit, to be the real interpreter. 

In this conviction lie the roots of 
all religious liberty, as well as that of 
political freedom. The great advances 
of democracy have always followed 
the advances of Protestantism. Dem- 
ocracy has attained its greatest power 
in those nations where Protestantism 
has become the prevalent form of 
Christianity.

To maintain economic progress in 
many crowded lands of the world, 
various methods and programs have 
been presented to restrain the popu- 
lation growth, or boom or explosion, 
according to the favorite terminology 
of the writers. 

At the present time the net rate of 
increase is adding one birth a second 
to the world’s population. The total 
is expected to push past 3 billion this 
year, and double that number by the 
end of this century. 

The Very Rev. Monsignor George 
A. Kelly, stating at the outset that his 
analysis is “an attempt to examine 
the problem of the world’s increased 
numbers calmly within the framework 
of sociology and religion,” gives in 
five chapters an overall view of the 
cultural, political, and economic im- 
plications. He examines the popula- 
tion problem, descants on what can 
be done about it, points out how our 
resources can be increased, indicates 
three major proposals to equalize the 
population scale with the resources, 
and advances a workable program for 
Christians. 

Mgsr. Kelly underscores the prob- 
lem briefly thus: “The world’s popu- 
lation is growing faster than at any 
other time in history. And many sci- 
entists warn that if present rates of 
growth continue for long, we will find 
it difficult or impossible to feed the 


billions of human beings who will be 
added to the population” (p. 9). 

Regarding the causes, he says that 
“present rapid rates of population 
growth result primarily from advances 
in sanitation and medicine, including 
the use of insecticides and antibiotics 
to rid huge sections of the world of 
age-old scourges such as malaria” 
(p. 11). 

An equilibrium must be re-estab- 
lished either by increasing resources 
or decreasing the number of people. 
This can be accomplished, the au- 
thor declares, by applying the natu- 
ral law and Catholic teaching (p. 27). 

Our natural resources may be in- 
creased by a more effective use of 
land now under cultivation, by arti- 
ficial fertilizers, rotation of crops, 
control of pests, placing more land 
under cultivation, irrigation of des- 
erts, reclamation of land, and farm- 
ing the sea. The waters of the world 
contain a huge store of highly nutri- 
tive vegetation which may do much 
to improve the diet of millions of 
people. Plant life may be utilized for 
its protein, that can be efficiently con- 
centrated. Synthetic foods and flood 
control could be resorted to for pro- 
viding substantial increases in the 
world’s food production (pp. 30-49). 

As to the adjustment of the popu- 
lation scale to bring it into equilibri- 
um with resources, three proposals 
have been advanced: 

“1. Widespread migrations from 
areas which cannot support large 
populations to, areas which are not 
yet fully developed. 

“2. Delayed marriages—a way of 
reducing the number of child-bearing 
years in a marital union. 

“3. The conscious limitation of 
births by the marriage partners them- 
selves” (pp. 50-72). 

Discounting the various artificial 
methods of birth control, Mgsr. Kelly 
proposes three principal Catholic 
means of controlling birth, abstention 
from the marital act for certain peri- 
ods of time, delayed marriages, and 
the employment of the rhythm meth- 
od, that is, the practice of periodic 
abstinence from marital relations dur- 
ing periods of more probable fertility, 
in order to avoid the conception of 
children. However, the chart method 
of determining fertile (time of ovula- 
tion) and infertile periods is effica- 
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cious for only about 99% of all 
women. 

Criticising the Planned Parenthood 
Movement as a curtailment of indivi- 
dual freedom, the writer sets forth a 
program for Christians (pp. 73-93). 
He emphasizes that “special justice 
demands that we strive for workable 
solutions,” such as putting forth 
“every effort to accommodate the in- 
creased numbers which God, in His 
wisdom, sees fit to place upon the 
earth through men.” 

The rest of the book is a brief ex- 
position and repetition of the three 
proposals pointed out in chapter 
four. 

The author concludes on this note: 
the final solution lies within the Prov- 
idence of almighty God. He will see 
to it that all the physical needs of 
mankind will be met, but man must 
use the intelligence God has given 
him “to bend” the natural resources 
to his purposes. We cannot expect 


God to do everything for us.

John The Baptist, by Dr. F. B. Meyer,

Here we have an admirable por- 
trayal of John the Baptist, one of the 
most rugged characters of Bible his- 
tory. The author has captured the 
spirit of humility, courage and devo- 
tion of Christ’s forerunner in such a 
penetrating manner, that any true and 
devout Christian can be deeply ani- 
mated by a contemplation of divine 
truths unfolded within the covers of 
this CONDENSED CHRISTIAN 
BOOK. 

Lawlessness and crime were prev- 
alent when John the Baptist appeared 
on the scene of world events. He was 
the son of Zacharias and Elizabeth, 
cousin of Mary, the mother of 
Jesus. When he advanced in age, 
he lived in the wilderness and 
baptized people in the River Jordan, 
preaching repentance and preparing 
the way for the Messiah. Often he 
pondered the reference to himself in 
the great Messianic prediction — 
“Comfort ye, comfort ye my people, 
saith your God . . . The voice of one 
that crieth, Prepare ye the way of the 
Lord; make straight in the desert a 
highway for our God . . .” There was 
no doubt as to the relevance of those 
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words to himself (Luke 1:76; Matt. 
3:3), which exerted a tremendous in- 
fluence over his character and minis- 
try (p. 11). 

The chief burden of John’s preach- 
ing was: “The Kingdom of Heaven 
is at hand.” He perceived that the 
Advent of the King would bring in- 
evitable suffering to those who were 
living in self-indulgence and sin. 
Christ did come, as foretold, and was 
baptized by John.

The Way Into The Holiest, A De- 
votional Commentary on the Book 
of HEBREWS, by Dr. F. B. Meyer, 
Good News Publishers, 64 pages, 
$.50 (paperback).

Dr. Meyer, displaying his usual 
beautiful writing style, explains the 
Epistle to the Hebrews lucidly and 
succinctly. His work is at times a 
profound insight into the meaning of 
Hebrews and at other times a devo- 
tional application of its rich contents 
to the Christian’s daily life. In this 
booklet the Christian will find com- 
fort in times of trial and ways to over- 
come the enemy completely. 

The author tells us that we should 
not be content with anything less than 
the full assurance of faith. To aug- 
ment it, the principal way is to ap- 
proach closer to God, keeping in fel- 
lowship with Him; “and in that atti- 
tude faith will grow exceedingly” 
(p. 39). 

Intimately connected with faith is 
hope, which must not falter, “but be 
strong and very courageous” (p. 40). 

All those desiring additional en- 
lightenment and blessing, will discover 
new food for thought and meditation 
here.

This is one in a series of Con- 
densed Christian Books, containing 
short selections from the sermons and 
writings of ten eminent authors such 
as Billy Graham, Harry A. Ironside, 
D. L. Moody, Charles H. Spurgeon, 
etc. 

The messages are replete with ten- 
der hope, and abiding trust, proclaim- 
ing the redemptive work of our Savior 
and the three steps in saving faith, 
which are knowledge of God’s salva- 
tion, belief, or intellectual assent to 
the fact of Christ’s atoning sacrifice, 
and trust, which excludes effort on 
our part, implies committal, and re- 
quires action, that is, a definite act of 
our wills is necessary to trust the 
Lord Jesus. This is the only way God 
is able to enter into our hearts “to 
re-create and impart eternal life” 
(p. 15). 

Other spiritual lessons are present- 
ed concerning perfect peace, peace 
through salvation, and peace in serv- 
ice (pp. 23-28). In reality, the book- 
let embraces words that have changed 
the lives of millions of individuals, 
for “Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God” 
(Matt. 4:4).
